Several  issues  back  in  one  of  our  monthly  publications  I 
asked  for  suggestions  from  the  community.  I  also  mentioned 
the  need  for  a  program  for  the  purpose  of  helping  our  fellow 
communi  ty  residents  in  the  time  of  a  crisis. 

Just  such  thing  happened  several  months  ago,  when  in  the 
early  hours  of  the  morning  one  of  our  community  residents 
was  awakened  by  the  smell  of  smoke  and  before  they  knew 
anything  their  home  was  engulfed  in  flames.  The  result  was  a 
need  for  someone  to  turn  to  for  help. 

I  realize  that  there  are  existing  organizations  to  whom 
many  of  us  already  make  contributions,  but  there  is  still 
room  for  an  organization  such  as  ours  to  let;  the  residents 
know  that  we  are  there  when  and  if  the  time  should  come  that 
we  could  be  of  some  assistance  to  them.  Now  may  I  ask: 
What  do  you  think  of  the  Idea? 

We  have  been  contacted  by  the  PlanningDspartment  along 
with  one  of  our  neighboring  associations  for  the  purpose  of 
forming  a  board  to  oversee  the  proposed  sight  (old  Salvation 
Army  building)  to  be  our  community  center  for  the  OMI. 
Mind  you,  there  were  only  35  notices  sent  out  to  get  a  feeling 
of  the  total  community  (that  was  what  I  was  told).  The  bulk 
or  majority  of  the  notices  were  sent  to  the  task  force  par¬ 
ticipants,  and  that  was  at  the  most  20  persons  including 
myself.  What  I  am  really  saying  is  that  if  the  City  Planning 
Department  would  like  a  feeling  of  the  OMI  district  as  to  who 
they  would  like  to  see  operate  and  be  the  Lead  agency  of  this 
facility,  don’t  you  think  since  they  are  trying  to  serve  the 
community  to  the  very  best  of  their  ability,  that  they  would 
make  an  honest  attempt  to  get  the  word  and  the  purpose  of 
the  meeting  to  the  community  by  means  of  the  news  media, 
news  public  announcements,  etc.  I  would  like  an  explanation 
from  the  Planning  Department  as  to  why  this  sort  of  thing 
was  not  aired  by  such  means.  Since  this  project  was  first  in¬ 
itiated  by  the  efforts  of  the  OMI-CA,  we  feel  that  the  total 
community  need  to  know  about  the  proposed  project.

EARLY  POLITICAL  ACTION 


The  Broderick-Terry  Duel,  fought  at  Lake  Merced  in  1859, 
was  the  last  duel  in  California,  ending  an  era  where  affairs  of 
Honor  were  settled  by  the  gun,  and  also,  ending  a  time  when 
men,  especially  politicians,  were  100%  responsible  for  what 
they  said. 

United  States  Senator  David  C.  Broderick  and  California 
Supreme  Court  Judge  David  S.  Terry  were  men  of  great  per¬ 
sonal  appeal,  both  leaders  in  their  political  parties  — 
Broderick,  leader  of  the  democratic  anti-slavery  faction  and 
Terry,  one  of  the  leaders  of  the  Chivalry  Party,  a  pro-south 
Democrat.  The  results  of  the  duel  were  tragic,  death  for 
Broderick  and  ruin  for  Terry. 

Although  ideology  probably  was  the  major  underlying  fac¬ 
tor  for  the  duel,  Broderick  and  Terry  had  been,  in  the  past, 
mutually  supportive  during  the  Vigilante  Committee  upsets 
in  San  Francisco  during  the  early  ’50s.  Broderick  even  spent 
considerable  funds  attempting  to  sway  public  opinion 
towards  Terry  when  he  was  being  tried  by  the  Vigilantes  for 
defending  the  States  rights  to  arrest  and  bring  to  trial  the 
criminals  of  San  Francisco.  Terry  had  knifed  a  Vigilante  in 
the  face  while  trying  to  move  a  prisoner.  Terry  was  found  in¬ 
nocent  after  a  six-week  trial. 

During  the  elections  of  1859,  Judge  Terry,  as  a  member  of 
the  Chivalry  Party,  campaigned  against  the  anti-slave  fac¬ 
tion  in  the  Democratic  Party.  In  a  speech  at  the  Democratic 
Convention  in  Sacramento,  he  denounced  the  anti-slave 
group  as  a  “miserable  remnant  of  a  faction  sailing  under 
false  colors,  trying  to  obtain  votes  under  false  pretenses.”  He 
didn’t  attack  Broderick  personally  but  named  him  as  the 
leader  of  the  faction. 

Broderick  heard  about  the  speech  and  remarked  to  Terry’s 
best  friend,  D.W.  Pearley,  Esq.,  over  breakfast  the  next 
week,  that  Terry  “is  a  dammed  miserable  wretch”  and  twice 
called  him  a  dishonest  judge.  Pearley  called  him  out  but 
Broderick  refused  him,  since  they  weren’t  of  the  “same  sta¬ 
tion”  and  he  was  too  busy  with  the  election  right  then 
anyway,  but  said  that  he  “may  reconsider  after  the  election” 
in  September. 

Came  September,  and  Broderick  lost  most  of  the  votes ;  his 
party  was  on  the  way  out.  Terry  wrote  to  him  and  demanded 
an  apology  for  the  past  offense.  Broderick  wrote  back  to  ask 
just  what  offense  was  he  talking  about?  In  Terry’s  reply  he 
outlined  exactly  what  offense,  —  the  “miserable  wretch”  and 
“dishonest”  stuff.  Broderick  wrote  that  he  didn’t  think  that  it 
so  offensive  and  didn’t  apologize.  Terry  sent  around  his 
seconds  and  the  duel  was  on.

“Place  of  meeting,  on  the  farm  adjoining  the  Lake  House 
ranch.  The  road  to  the  farm-house  leaves  the  Old  Lake  House 
road,  where  you  strike  the  first  fence  of  the  Lake  House  pro¬ 
perty,  about  a  mile  before  you  reach  the  Lake  House.  There 
you  take  a  road  to  the  left,  which  brings  you  to  the  farm 
house,  on  the  upper  end  of  the  lake  (Laguna  Merced),  oc¬ 
cupied  by  William  Higgins.  This  is  the  general  neighborhood; 
the  precise  spot  to  be  determined  when  the  parties  meet.” 

The  spot  happened  to  be  in  San  Mateo  County,  presumably 
to  escape  the  San  Francisco  police,  since  dueling  was 
definitely  against  the  law. 

The  gentlemen  met  that  morning  and  were  just  getting  set 
when  the  San  Mateo  Sheriff  arrived  and  promptly  arrested 
the  two  duelers.  They  were  taken  to  the  San  Mateo  Judge, 
who  just  as  promptly  released  them  since  no  breach  of  the 
peace  had  been  made  yet. 

The  gentlemen  agreed  to  meet  the  next  morning,  same 
time,  same  place.  Broderick  spent  the  night  at  the  Ocean 
House,  a  road-house  attached  to  a  race  track  north  of  Lake 
Merced,  while  Terry  stayed  at  the  home  of  William  Higgins, 
east  of  the  Lake.  Broderick  reportedly  didn’t  sleep  for  the 
fleas  and  cold  and  left  for  the  duel  the  next  morning  without 
even  a  cup  of  coffee  to  warm  his  soon-to-be-punctured  body. 
Terry  slept  like  a  log  in  a  feather-bed;  Mrs.  Higgins  cooked  a 
large  breakfast  for  him  the  next  morning.

The  campaign  for  District  10  supervisor  is  over  before  it 
began:  Quentin  Kopp  is  the  only  candidate. 

But  in  District  9,  which  includes  the  bulk  of  the  OMI,  there 
should  be  a  real  horserace:  13  candidates  are  entered,  5  of 
whom  are  OMI  residents. 

With  a  total  of  about  30,000  registered  voters  in  District  9,  it 
is  estimated  that  as  few  as  4,500  votes  will  be  needed  for  a  vic¬ 
tory  in  this  no-runoff  election.  For  this  reason,  OMI  residents 
can  be  expected  to  be  hounded  for  their  vote  in  an  un¬ 
precedented  fashion. 

The  five  candidates  profiled  in  this  article  will  be  invited 
along  with  the  other  eight  District  9  Supervisorial  Can¬ 
didates  to  the  OMI-CA  candidate’s  forum  to  be  held  at  :i  p.m. 
on  Sunday,  October  23,  at  Temple  Methodist  Church,  Beverly 
at  Shields  Streets.  Also  invited  will  be  the  three  candidates 
for  City  Attorney  and  Incumbent  City  Treasurer  Thomas 
Scanlon  and  his  challenger,  Kay  Pachtner. 

The  following  is  a  brief  profile,  in  alphabetical  order,  of 
each  of  the  five  OMI  entries :

Tuesday  morning  at  “5  'fr  ”  they  met  again.  Eye  witness 
accounts  reported  Brokerick  restless,  walking  up  and  down 
while  the  seconds  saw  to  the  details.  Terry  was  calm.  Their 
personal  surgeons  arrived  and  Terry’s,  in  a  show  of  outlan¬ 
dish  unconcern,  threw  his  coat  on  the  ground  and  lay  down  to 
view  the  duel  from  a  supine  position.  Broderick’s  doctor  ar¬ 
rived  later  with  a  large  bag  full  of  clinking  tools,  bandages 
and  a  large  saw  protruding  from  the  top.  The  doctor  went  to 
Broderick  and  proceeded  to  pace  up  and  down  with  him, 
dragging  the  bag  of  instruments  behind  him.  By  the  time  the 
men  were  asked  to  take  their  respective  positions  to  begin  the 
duel  Broderick  was  a  wreck,  so  stiff  with  nervousness  that  he 
could  move  only  in  a  “jerky,  uncoordinate  fashion.” 

The  rules  stated  that  on  the  call  of  “Fire!  ”  the  men  were  to 
raise  their  pistols  and  fire.  The  caller  would  continue  to  count 
“One,”  “Two,”  with  no  one  to  fire  after  the  count  “Two.” 
Broderick  raised  his  gun  and  fired  at  the  count  of  “One,”  but 
the  shot  went  into  the  ground  nine  feet  in  front  of  him.  Terry 
fired  right  after  the  count  of  “One”  but  before  “Two”  and  hit 
Broderick  a  glancing  blow  to  to  the  chest.  Broderick  fell  and 
his  surgeon  pronounced  him  not  seriously  wounded.  Terry 
.went  home,  thinking  Broderick  would  soon  recover. 
Broderick  died  three  days  later  to  the  surprise  of  everyone. 
Apparently  the  bullet  had  penetrated  the  lung. 

Terry  was  absolved  of  guilt  but  lost  his  judgeship.  He  never 
again  obtained  the  stature  or  the  power  that  he  once  had.
